Dear Mrs. Balsis, 

Before you begin reading my 'official' response to your action, I would like to share with 
you some considerations about my invention because a clear presentation of one's 
invention is as important as the invention itself. Specifically, let me briefly introduce you 
the major goals I try to achieve with my invention: 

1 . Preventing the paint roller sleeve from axial sliding. 

2. Hermetically sealing the inner chamber of the paint roller fie^f during 
painting. 

3. Making it easy to put the paint roller sleeve on and off 

4. Allowing usage of the same paint roller frame with roller sleeves of different 
lengths. 

5. Painting corners. 

6. Preventing dark marks on the wall from occasional touching by the shaft. 

7. Mounting the roller frame higher on a grid that is fastened in a paint bucket. 

8. Achieving all these goals with the same paint roller frame. 

Over years I learned that one should not trust a drawing when concluding whether a new 
design is as good as it seems. Only testing the real working tool can ultimately prove the 
concept. So, I made and tested a working prototype (actually, a number of working 
prototypes) for my design that has all the features mentioned above. It is also simple to 
manufacture, convenient to use, and easy to assemble / disassemble and clean. It would 
be my pleasure to show you how it works if you find it useful. 

I hope that this short introductory letter could be helpful to achieve better mutual 
understanding.
